The Rice Price Council early 
this morning decided to report 
to the Government that crite- 
rion proposed by the Govern- 
ment for working out the pur- 
chase of 1959 rice from far- 
mers inappropriate. 

Despite the report, the Gov- 
ernment, at its Cabinet meeting 
Tuesday, is expected to set the 
price per koku of 150 kilograms, 
at ¥10,333, in line with its own 
proposal. 

The council, composed of pro- 
ducers, consumers and neutral 
members, had discussed the 
Government plans since Tues 
day. The producers’ representa- 
tives said that the Government- 
proposed price was “too low.” 
The other members said they 
would oppose any further raise 
in the price. However, all the 
council members agreed that the 
Government-proposed criterion 
for determining the price of rice 
was not satisfactory. 

The council decided to attach 
to the report a resolution call- 
ing for no raise in the consumer 
price of rice.

GENEVA (UPI)—United 
States, Britain and Soviet top 
atom scientists Friday jointly 
recommended a revolutionary 
system of artificial satellites to 
police space against nuclear ex- 
plosions. after a test ban accord. 

The expert group presented 
their r dations in a 10- 
page report to the three-power 
nuclear conference for study 
and consultation by their gov- 
ernments in the U.S. Britain 
and the USSR. 

The experts reported it is 
technically feasible to detect 
nuclear explosions by a variety 
of radiation symptoms at an es- 
timated distance of up to 300 
000 4 (187,000 miles).

Japanese Television Sets 
Found Superior to U.S. 


By HARRY MILLICAN 


NEW YORK (UPI)—Japan’s 
growing television industry has 
made as much progress in the 
past four years as its American 
equivalent has chalked up dur- 
ing the past decade, a U.S. tele- 
vision expert declared Thurs- 
day. 

The expert, George H. Strat- 
ton, an electronics engineering 
specialist for the International 
General Electric Co., had just 
returned from a month spent 
in Japan in connection with the 
May 5-22 International Trade 
Fair in Tokyo. It was his first 
visit since attending a similar 
1955 fair. 

“The technical provements 
—the better quality of transmit- 
ters and receivers—was inescap- 
able,” Stratton said in an inter- 
view. “The 1955 picture was 
hazy and the sound was marred 
by considerable hum. Then 
there were only three stations 
in Tokyo and two in Osaka. 

“Now the picture is of even 
better quality than we get in 
the U.S. and hum has been 
banished despite the difficulties 
presented by the 50-cycle house 
current in Tokyo. And there 
are six stations in Tokyo and 
six in Osaka, with color pro- 


ers on 50-cycle house current, 
he added, has actually forced 
the Japanese to turn out a re- 
ceiver superior to those manu- 
factured in the U.S. 

Stratton predicted that color 
television will catch on more 
rapidly in Japan than in the 
United States, where the sale 
of color receivers has slowed to 
a trickle because of high prices. 

“The price won't make as 
much difference in Japan,” he 
said. “Television is the only 
luxury items for most Japanese. 
Here, the average person de- 
votes his luxury budget to auto- 
mobiles. In Japan, however, a 
personal car is out of the ques- 
tion for most persons, so they 
will pour that money into color 
television.”

The truth, no doubt, is that no one likes the idea of the 
uncontrolled stock-piling of nuclear wea on his coun- 
try’s soil, but, if the bases are to be tially effective, 
this is difficult to avoid. 


That fact brings us to the larger question of the de- 
sirability of the bases themselves. 


The American bases around the world have been es- 
tablished as a purely defensive measure in order to protect 
not only the United States but other democratic nations 
from a sudden Communist attack. They constitute a 
measure of “containment” and, as such, there is reason to 
believe they have served an effective purpose. For those 

ternational tensions that indicate the need for this form 
‘of mutual defense, the Communist threat, spearheaded by 
Moscow, is wholly responsible. 
: When Moscow complains of the defensive measures 
. undertaken by the Free World, it should reflect that if its 
policy were different, there would be no need for them 
and the democratic nations could spend their money on 
other objectives. 

Much as Moscow may dislike the idea of the Commu- 
nist states being ringed about by what it regards as enemy 
bases, apparently this feeling is not strong enough to cause 
it radically to change is policy so that the bases could 
be safely dismantled. 

Moscow’s feelings as expressed today do not, of course, 
alter the problem for the nations of the Free World. Un- 
der the prevailing circumstances, it seems clear that the 
present policy of NATO and other defensive organizations 
can be modified, . 

Unless an agreement to do away with nuclear weap- 
ons altogether can be reached by all nations—in itself 
a most difficult matter—it seems likely that there will be 
an tendency to substitute such nuclear weap- 
ons for the conventional weapons which are obviously 
inferior in power. War is too serious a matter not to be 
fought with the most effective weapons that man is capable 
of discovering and it is this stern fact that renders all 
opposition to the stock-piling of nuclear weapons uncon- 
vincing to those who are concerned with defense. 

Other nations will feel, of course, as the French do, 
that if they are to have stock piles of nuclear weapons on 
their territory they must have the right to say when and 
how they may be used. 

That the French President is partly actuated by a de- 
sire to increase the importance and prestige of France is 
clearly true. France has never shown much disposition to 
depend gm others and her self-assertion is in the ordinary 
course of events.

If he 
is too eager to accomplish 
something during his tri 
may make promises which he 
cannot fulfi Though he him- 
self may be sincere when mak- 
ing the promises he cannot 
have his own way, because Ja- 
pan is neither a totalitarian nor 
a Communist country where 
the head of the country has a 
free hand. 


Kishi plans to. talk with Brit- 
ish Prime Minister Harold Mac- 
millan on J ’s relations 
with Red China. Evidently he 
is envious of Britain who has 
recognized the Peiping Govern- 
ment while remaining on good 
terms with the United States. 


However, the same formula 
which worked successfully in 
Britain, cannot be applied in 
Japan. The relations and trust 
of each other between Britain 
and the States is deep-rooted 
while the States which were at 
war with Japan are naturally 
suspicious of some steps that 
this country may take in inter- 
rational affairs. 


Furthermore, Macmillan will 
offer no suggestion in this mat- 
ter as normalization of rela- 
tions with Red China is Japan’s 
business. 

If Prime Minister Kishi re- 
turns home from his trip with 
a wider knowledge of the ac- 
tual working of democracy in 
the Western Bur n coun- 
tries and a better understand- 
ing of problems facing other 
countries he will surely become 
better qualified to lead the 
country on democratic lines.

In between official talks, 
Kishi will have an opportunity 
of seeing for himself some out- 
standing examples of British 
industrial progress.

It is hoped 
shortly to export a similar plant 
to Japan. Traveling by heli- 
copter, Kishi will also be shown 
one of 15 new towns which 
have been designed to relieve 
population pressure on the big 
cities.
